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Town played 
host to Alberta, 
Japan twinning 
conference

Municipal representatives front across the province, 
as well as some from Miki Town, Japan, gathered in 
Didsbury last weekend for the Alberta/.lapan Twinned 
Municipalities Association conference and AGM. 

The event started on the evening of Friday, July 5 
with a public reception in the Multi-Purpose Room in 
the Memorial Complex. 

The conference on Saturday was kicked off with a pan¬ 
cake breakfast, followed by a groundbreaking ceremony 
and group photo at the Miki Japanese Garden, wltich 
was then followed by the AGM at the Five-O (Tub. 

Mayor Brian Wittal explained that the town wanted 
to host the conference for a variety of reasons, and 
said that hosting some of the key delegates from Miki 
Town was one of the highlights. 

The mayor of Miki Town, Toshiyuki Tsutsui attend¬ 
ed, along with Teruji Harada. chair of the Miki Town 
council, Satoru Shirai, chair of the Miki Board of 
Education, Takayoshi Ichikawa, Superintendent of 
the Miki Board of Education, as well as Joann Kozai. 
a staffer at the Miki Town office, who also acted as 
interpreter, he said. 

Along with Miki Town representatives, Dr. Masaki 
Tokuda, a professor at Kagawa University spoke at 
the conference. Tokuda was a key player in twinning 
Didsbury and Miki Town, and he is also on the cutting 
edge of research in the field of rare sugars, said Wittal. 

“And so to have that kind of connection with some¬ 
one like that, and to bring him here to talk about this 
leading-edge research is just another way to try and 
showcase and focus on what twinning municipalities 
is all about," said Wittal. 

He noted the program is not just about visiting 
each other’s towns and countries, as there is poten¬ 
tial for future growth, development, educational and 
business opportunities. 

“It’s one of those things that when working with 
the Japanese, it is very important in their culture of 
course, is building that relationship. Having been 
involved with them for a number of years, that’s what 
has allowed us to call Professor Tokuda and ask if he 
would come and do this,” he said. 

“And he is more than glad to, because of the rela¬ 
tionship that we have with Miki Town and himself 
personally, and that really makes a difference in 
wanting to move forward in wanting to do business 
with them - that relationship has to be built first 
before business can ever be done." 

There are many opportunities that can come with 
twinning municipalities, he noted, and they don’t 
simply stop with business. 

As Miki Town is something of an agricultural cen¬ 
tre itself, there is potential for Japanese agricultural 
students to attend Olds College for a more hands-on 
education than is offered at Kagawa University, he 
added.

Tax evaders 
cheat 
everyone 

The Harper government’s announcement last week 
that will target Canadians who cheat the taxman by 
hiding income and assets overseas is good news for 
Alberta. 

Starting this year, the fed¬ 
eral government will impose 
tougher reporting conditions 
on Canadians making foreign 
investment income. 

As well, residents who 
hold foreign property with a 
value over $100,000 will be 
required to provide addition¬ 
al information to the Canada 
Revenue Agency (CRA). 

“Our government is com¬ 
mitted to combating tax eva¬ 
sion and getting tough on 
tax cheats,” said Gail Shea, 
Minister of National Revenue. “We have introduced 
important new measures to strengthen the CRA’s 
ability to audit and investigate taxpayers who may be 
hiding offshore property. 

“Stronger reporting requirements will provide the

Marihuana legislation balances patient needs 


CRA with more information to crack down on those 
who attempt to cheat the system.” 

Despite the contentions of some, tax evasion isn’t 
a victimless crime and anything that can be done 
to ensure that the public purse gets what it rightly 
deserves is a benefit to all law-abiding taxpayers, 
including West Central Alberta residents. 

While the majority of Canadians investing offshore 
do so honestly and in a transparent fashion, there 
are, unfortunately, still many cases of residents 
making money and then failing to pay taxes on the 
income. 

In an effort to change things, the new measures 
being put in place by the Harper government include 
a requirement to name the specific foreign institution 
or other entity holding funds outside Canada, specify 
the country to which the foreign property relates, 
and identify all income generated from that foreign 
property. 

In addition to the new filing requirements, the gov¬ 
ernment has also launched the new Stop International 
Tax Evasion Program, made it mandatory to report 
international electronic fund transfers over $10,000, 
and made it easier for the CRA to obtain information 
from third parlies such as banks. 

“Our members support the fight against tax eva¬ 
sion, as it hurts all Canadians by reducing govern¬ 
ment revenue that other law abiding taxpayers are 
required to make up, and providing an unfair advan¬ 
tage to those seeking to cheat the system,” said 
Carole Presseault, spokesperson with the Certified 
General Accountants Association of Canada. 

While no one would argue with people want¬ 
ing to make wise and profitable investments, both 
in Canada and internationally, failing to pay the 
required taxes on those investments costs law-abid¬ 
ing residents who have to make up the difference. 

As such, the Harper government should be applaud¬ 
ed for doing more to make sure all Canadians pay 
their fair share of taxes - and that includes residents 
who invest in foreign counties.

While the courts have said 
Canadians must have reasonable 
access to a legal source of mari¬ 
huana for medical purposes, the 
Government of Canada believes 
this must be done in a controlled 
fashion in order to protect public 
safety. 

On June 10, the Government 
of Canada announced the new 
Marihuana for Medical Purposes 
Regulations (MMPR). These 
regulations are intended to pro¬ 
vide reasonable access for those 
Canadians who need marihuana 
for medical purposes while pro¬ 
tecting public safety. 

When the Marihuana Medical 
Access Program was introduced 
in 2001 in response to the court 
decision, the number of people 
authorized to use marihuana for 
medical purposes stood at less 
than 500. Over the years that 
number has grown to more than 
,‘30,000. 

As a result, costs to taxpay¬ 
ers have continued to climb as 
Health Canada heavily subsidizes 
the production and distribution of 
marihuana for medical purposes. 

As well, under the current pro¬ 
gram, Canadians can apply to 
grow marihuana for medical pur¬ 
poses in private homes or buy 
from Health Canada. 

The ability for individuals to 
produce marihuana in private 
homes has added to public health, 
safety and security risks as crim¬ 
inal elements have abused the 


system. 

The government’s goal is to 
treat dried marihuana as much as 
possible like other narcotics used 
for medical purposes under the 
MMPR by creating conditions for 
a new, commercial industry that 
will be responsible for its pro¬ 
duction and distribution. Health 
Canada will return to its tradi¬ 
tional role as a regulator. 

Licensed producers will provide 
ac cess to quality-controlled mari¬ 
huana for medical purposes, pro¬ 
duced under secure and sanitary 
conditions, to those Canadians 
who need it, while strengthening 
the safety of Canadian communi¬ 
ties. In line with other controlled 
substances, personal and desig¬ 
nated production will be phased 
out. This will reduce the health 
and safety risks, such as fire and 
toxic mould hazards, to individu¬ 
als and to the Canadian public, 
while allowing for a quality-con¬ 
trolled and more secure product 
for medical use. 

Under the new regulations, 
licensed producers will have to 
meet extensive security and qual¬ 
ity control requirements includ¬ 
ing requesting security clearance 
for certain key positions, and 
meeting physical security require¬ 
ments (such as a security system 
that detects intruders). Licensed 
producers will also be subject 
to compliance and enforcement 
measures, and dried marihuana 
will only be shipped through a 
secure delivery service directly to 
the address the client has speci¬ 
fied. 
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Taken together, these measures 
will reduce the risks of diversion 
of marihuana to illicit markets. 

Under the MMPR, the funda¬ 
mental role of health providers 
does not change. The responsibil¬ 
ity to assess a patient and decide 
on appropriate treatment contin¬ 
ues to rest with health care prac¬ 
titioners. The MMPR have created 
a streamlined process for those 
needing access to marihuana for 
medical purposes, eliminating 
the need for individuals to share 
health information with Health 
Canada. 

To help support health care 
practitioners in making decisions 
about whether marihuana is an 
appropriate treatment option, 
an Expert Advisory Committee 
was created to assist in provid¬ 
ing health care practitioners with 
comprehensive, accurate and up- 
to-date information on the known 
uses of marihuana for medical 
purposes. More information is 
available on the Health Canada 
website. 

The government understands 
the need to continue to provide 
reasonable access to a legal 
source of marihuana for medi¬ 
cal purposes and the new regime 
does so in a manner that is con¬ 
sistent with the way access is 
provided for other narcotics used 
for medical purposes. This more 
appropriately balances the needs 
of patients with the health, safety 
and security of all Canadians.

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Officials break ground on Japanese garden

On Saturday, July (i, town officials, delegates 
front across Allterta and officials front Miki 
Town, Japan commemorated the groundbreak¬ 
ing of the new Japanese-themed Miki Japanese 
Garden in Didsbury. 

The significance of the garden is to honour the 
ongoing relationship between Miki Town and 
Didsbury, says Deputy CAO Luana Smith. 

The garden will be done in dirts' phases over 
a number of years, and officials hope to start the 
first phase this fall, she noted. 

“It’s going to be more tranquil (than others 
in town),” said Smith. “The plants can’t be 
Japanese plants, but they can be similar types of 
plants that do well in Alberta.” 

There will eventually lie a waterless stream, 
and the goal of officials is to make it a quiet ;utd 
tranquil strolling garden, she noted. 

It will be going into the northwest portion of 
Kinsmen Park, near the intersection of 23 Street 
and 17 Avenue, she added. 

The funding came front the provincial govern¬ 
ment as part of a celebratory grant commemo¬ 
rating 30 years of twinning in Alberta, she said, 
noting that it will be a low-maintenance garden.. 

“So we decided to use our (grant) money 
towards this garden, and the rest of the work 
is going to be done by volunteered labour and 
plants,” she said 

She asked that if anybody in the area is 
interested in doing some volunteer landscaping 
work, that they ask for her at the town office to 
arrange with her.

“So that’s one of the things that’s going to be a 
focus at this time, because of the individuals who are 
going to be able to make it, we want to stop and visit 
with a couple of local businesses that are involved 
in the oil and gas sector, which of course Alberta is 
known for,” he said. 

"It’s planting that seed, giving them information as 
to what’s here, letting them take it back and ponder¬ 
ing it ;md seeing if there’s something they are willing 
and able to do with it.” 

Along with the Miki Town delegates, m;uiy repre¬ 
sentatives from twinned municipalities across the 
province attended the conference, which helped to 
facilitate an exchange of ideas and experiences, and 
helped to focus members on advantages that can 
be gained through the relationships with Japanese 
towns and cities. 

“Hopefully from having Professor Tokuda there 
to speak, which I think is another real highlight, is 
seeing where we can take the conferences, as far as 
what's the next step for twinned municipalities going 
forward. What are some new things we can look at 
doing to try to build on that relationship and trying to 
grow things as opposed to keeping it as just a twin¬ 
ning program.” 

As the Japanese are known for their business 
practices. Wittal said that developing a business rela¬ 
tionship with them can be advantageous, especially 
when I)r. Tokuda is developing a ran* sugar that 
could change the food landscape in North America 
due to its anti-obesity and anti-dial>elic effects. 

“They are very good business people, and good 
people to do business with, so we are sowing the 
seeds for future potential for things to come,” he 
said. 

“(The rare sugars) could really have a positive 
impact on individuals’ health, which would mean 
there’s |>otential that once they can get this product 
into full-scale production, no doubt the consider¬ 
ation will be for looking at wanting to have some 
kind of a North American base as well.”

Southridge repair contract extended

repaving the entire road that was excavated, 
about 860 square metres of asphalt, said Henry. 

She noted the original contract was awarded 
for $842,013, and the extended scope will add 
$104,719 to the contract. 

“The original contract came in lower than 
expected, so I only needed $143,000 added to the 
budget to complete the extended scope,” said 
Henry. 

The original project was funded with Basic 
Municipal Transportation Grant (BMTG) funds, 
with a difference of $123,000 in unallocated funds, 
she noted, which will be used to fund the exten¬ 
sion, along with $20,000 from reserves, she said.

After consulting with West-Can Seal Coating 
Inc., town officials have determined they will 
be able to extend the scope of the Southridge 
Crescent work to include the portion of road that 
was excavated during the water main break in 
February. 

Karen Henry, Didsbury’s manager of planning 
and infrastructure, presented the extended scope 
of work at the council meeting on June 28, and 
said that the contractor was willing to tender with 
the same competitive rates as with the original 
tender.

"When it comes down to tendering and the poli¬ 
cies around how you have to tender, we have to be 
very careful. We can’t just say ‘Yeah, go ahead and 
do it,’ unless we meet certain criteria.” 

Sometimes the decisions are made based on 
what grants will fund, and after deliberating with 
engineers, Henry was able to extend the project 
and still have most of it covered by grants.

Fraud foiled 

A South ridge Crescent resident received a voice 
mail recently from a caller who purported to be a law 
firm representative, according to Cpl. Warren Wright. 

The voice mail came in in rcent weeks and was 
reported to police on Thursday, June 20 at 1 p.m., 
he added. 

The resident said it was from the area code 905 and 
reported that they were requesting a call back. The 
resident initially thought it was the wrong number, 
so she phoned RCMP and they checked the number. 

The number ended up being listed numerous times 
in the frauds database, and Wright said it was a 
good decision that she called police rather than the 
fraudsters. “We advised her not to call back. We’re 
not sure what the fraud is, but that number has been 
subject to complaints across Canada" said Wright. 

“People are counselled to be very careful on cold 
calls, and to scrutinize them very carefully, and if 
they have any questions or need assistance, we’re 
asking them to c all us and we can help,” he said, not¬ 
ing that personal information or hanking information 
should never be given out to a cold caller. 

Fuel theft 

About 7,000 litres of fuel were stolen from a rural 
property overnight between Thursday, June 20 and 
Friday, June 21, said Wright. 

The property is on Twp. Rd. 292, and sometime 
during the night, culprits stole the diesel fuel from 
several pieces of heavy equipment that were parked 
near the southern border of Mountain View County. 

Wright is asking that if anybody may have seen 
anything suspicious in the area that night to call the 
Didsbury RCMP. 

Lost and found 

If people lose personal items such as keys, wallets, 
sunglasses, or just about anything else, Wright said it 
doesn’t hurt to call the RCMP to see if anything has 
been turned in. 

“They have to be very descriptive, but it is a weekly 
occurrence when people turn in items to us,” he 
stated.
